ness and to fix prices and -.profits 
will be inevitable, Atty." Gen. 'Wil- 
liam J. Morgan declared in an ad- 
dress to the conference. 


Expressing himself as oposed to 


state regulation of all business 
throughN commissions, the attorney 
general sr.id that "if business men 
would onl ylobk far enough ahead, 
they must see that their interests 
•will be served by having the anti- 
trust laws enforced just as truly as 
the interests of the consuming pub- 
lic will be served." 


"It doesn't make any difference 


whether our laws are violated by a 
banker or a bum, a manufacturer 
or a corner grocer, a merchant or 
a laborer," Mr. Morgan declared. 
"All must be made to respect the 
law and to obey it. 


"I believe that we will not only 


serve the consuming public by ex- 
erting every effort to strictly en- 
force anti-trust laws, but that we 
will be rendering a lasting service 
to legitimate business as well. The 
people of Wisconsin are not -going 
to submit indefinitely to the profit- 
eering of business buccaneers."

Deb:, who had grasped the 


plain clothes man by the hand 
under the impression that-'he^' 
was a well wisher, apologized 
and said he had not known he 
was doing wrong.

tho statement that "the institution 
is an experiment conceived by a. 
former member of the board of con- 
trol, but for what purpose does not 
appear to be clear" is either woe- 
fully ignorant of tlie facts or is 
guilty of malicious misrepresenta- 
tion. 
Its purposes .are so clearly 


defined in Chapter 723 above re- 
ferred to -that he who reads may 
loam. 


"Even the Phillip administration,

was proposed to convert this home 
into a hospital for disabled soldiers.

pital at Mendota, 
That this site 


has met with approval since its se- 
lection, let me offer the .'following: 
The legislative visiting committee 
apopinted by Gov. Philipp/ during 
the session- of 1915 recommended 
that the Girls Industrial School at 
Milwaukee be transferred to this 
site. 
Surely-if it was a suitable 


site for an. Industrial School, there 
is nothing wrong with it for an In- 
dustrial Home.

Former Under Sheriff Otto Bur- 
meister, now of Middleton, declared 
on the witness stand that he had 
se^n blood spots on the sheet of the 
bed from which the child is alleged 
to have been stolen. 


The testimony yesterday w*s re- 


plete with details of the alleged 
crime, but this statement was the 
first to corroborate that of Mrs. 
Mae Sorenson, given at the pardon 
hearing of John A. Johnson, self- 
confessed slayer of the little girl, 
who is still serving at Waupun for 
the murder, 
Mrs. Sore^son said 


she had seen several blood spots on 
the sheet of Annie's bed when she 
called at the Lemberger house the 
morning that the child was missed. 
Neither Sheriff Andrew S. Brown, 
in office at that time nor Capt. Har- 
ry Davenport of the police depart- 
ment saw any spots, the testimony 
showed. Neither pf them had ex- 
amined the bed. 


In spite of the rigid cross-exam- 


ination of Carl N. -Hill, counsel for 
the defense, the testimony c' Mr. 
Burmeister could not be shaken. He 
maintained that someone had shown 
him the bed and that the spots he 
saw upon it, three of them, looked 
like blood spots. He would give no 
explanation, beyond declaring he 
had not been put on the case and

"It was international jealousy and avarice 


which precipitated the "World War in 1914," said 
Henry Moehlenpah; speaking last week to the 
Walworth County Farm Bureau at Elkhom. 


If Mr. Moehlenpah had said that three years 


ago, his fellow Democrats would probably have 
sent him to Atlanta for a long term. Yet Wood- 
row Wilson and President Harding have said 
much -worse things about the war since. Mr. 
Moehienpah's address was filled with much clear 
thinking about today's problems in relation to 
the farmer. 


"In order to give you some idea of the condi- 


tions now confronting the farmers of America, 
he said, ''allow me to state that they received 
56,000,000,000 less for their 1D20 crop than the 
previous year. This year's crop brought at least 
$6,000,000,000 less than 1920, Adding to this 
the high cost of production and we find that 
there has been a shrinkage of 818,000,000,000 in 
two years. If this is not stopped you can readily 
see that the farmer faces ruin and with Mm, 
the entire nation. ' 


"Another very important factor in this sit- 


uation is revealed in a statement recently made 
by John Skelton Williams, for eight years comp- 
troller of currency under President Wilson, to 
the board of directors for Federal Reserve bank 
of New York was able to obtain three times 
the amount 'of loans for National banks in New 
York city than it was found possible to'extend 
to the 1,823 country banks. These banks were 
given $493,000,000 when they should have re- 
ceived $1,494,000,000 in credits if they had been 
given their just allotment. This information 
comes from a man who certainly should know 
what he is talking about. 


"The Federal Reserve system is wrong inso- 


far as its relations with the agricultural inter- 
ests of the nation arc concerned. Not that 1 
wish to condemn the system as a whole. There 
is no question but what it saved this country 
from financial ruin at the outset of the Worlc 
War and helped win the war. Nevertheless the 
fact remains that the Federal Reserve bank of 
New York recently lent to two New York City 
banks a sum, to be used for speculative purposes 
considerably in excess of any amount loaned to 
all the other banks in every other state in the 
union. 


"Those who created the system intended for 


the use of the industrial, commercial and agri- 
cultural interests and not solely for the selfish 
enterprises of individual bankers. Therefore, it 
is up to the farmer to organize, go to Washing- 
ton and demand that his interests be considered, 
the politicians down there will listen if the pro- 
test be insistent enough. 


"The more I have seen of conditions all over 


the country, particularly in the single crop sec- 
tions, the more have I become convinced that 
Wisconsin has much to be thankful for. The 
diversified nature of its crops will be its salva- 
tion, I am sure. Your milk checks may be small, 
but they come every 30 days and there is no rea- 
son to fear that public demand for milk will 
abate. 


"What we need now-a-days is less competi- 


tion and more co-operation. 
That is the key- 


note of the Disarmament conference now sitting 
at our National capital. The world is trying to 
abandon competition in the making of war ma- 
chinery in those things which make for peace. 
There are a few men who still believe in force 
as an instrumentality of justice but they are 
sadly in the minority."

It is to be doubted, however, if Mr. MoehJen- 


pah's farmers who go to Washington to present 
their1 demands to the politicians will receive 
much consideration from the majority of them, 
elected to serve other interests.—Lake Geneva 
News.
